to doubt the story that the Russians 
sank their battleships | themeelvee, 
Now that General Stissel has let 
some of the trath be known, we can 
realise how earnest the Japanese 
attack was on land, and how vigilant 
the blockade. The ignorance of 
the news of the outer world that

evasion of the blockade. What has 
made ‘us capitulate, says General 
Stéssel--and it is to be noted that 
of the thirty-two thousand in-

THE FALL 
OF PORT ARTHUR. 


_— 
Srd January. 

As was expected, the breach made 
in the enceinte of the fortress at Port 
Arthur by the capture of Erhlung- 
shan was followed by the crumbling 
away of the other forts, and on Sun- 
day evening by General Stéssel’s offer 
to capitulate. Splendidly brave as the 
Russian garrison is, aad splendidly as 
it has been protected by the masses of 
co'icrete and stee! plates at waich it 
seemed that the Japanese guns were 
hurling their projectiles in vain, 
that garrison has not been strong 
enough to check the insidious un- 
derground approach of she indomit- 
able Japanese, and the dynamite 
mine bas destroyed tke defences 
which laughed at the heaviest shells. 
Sungshushan, another fort of the first 
importance, fell on Saturday morn- 
ing. It seems that rather than 

low the fort with its guns to fall 
into the hands of the Japanese who 
would turn its guns on the Russians 
as they had done the guns at Erh- 
Tangshan, the garrison had deter- 
mined to blow it up, bat were only 
partially successful, that success, 
partial as it was, involving the lives! 
ofa hundred and fifty of the brave 
defenders, It must have been a 
terrible moment for the two officers 
‘and the hundred and sixty men 
huddled in the bombproof below the 
actual fort when the mine was fired, 
and the scene when the bombproof 
was opened and the survivors were’ 
taken out by the Japanese demands 
the pen ofa Bussell or a Forbes. The| 
Japanese military photographers 
were, no doubt, on the spot, and 
when their pictures are published, 
we shall be able to form some idea 
of the ghastly scene that marked 
New Year's eve at Port Arthur. 

Tt was to be feared that the 
scene would be repeated as fort 
after fort succumbed. General 
Stossel must have been sorely 
tempted to surrender before, and 
it does not say much for the human- 
ity of the loving Czar that he 
has not his General that he has 
done enough for his own honour and 
that of his country, and that the 
continued useless waste of life should 
now he stopped. But, as a matter- 
of-fact, though this waste of life on 
both sides was useless as far as Port 
Arthur itself was concerned, it was 
useful toGeneral La agg plan of 
campaign as a ‘whole.

But Nanshan, Liacyang, and Port 
‘Arthur were all thought impreguable 
until the Japanese attacked them 
seriously, and what the Japanese 
have done they can do again. 

‘As our Tokio correspondent says, 
the fall of Sungshushan made the 
surrender of General Stéssel a matter 
of certainty. The Japanese are 
nothing if not chivalrous, and that 
they would give General Stossel, 
whom they admire as much as the 
world in general admires their own 
prowess, the most liberal possible 
terms, was a foregone conclusion, 
‘As we have said before, History 
will crown besiegers and besieged in 
Port Arthur with imperishable laurels. 
Generals Nogi and Stissel have 
indeed built for themselves and 
their men a monument more durable 
than bronze. It has been a fight 
of giants; a fight between troops 
who wou'd not be denied and troops 
who would not. give in until further 
resistance was impossible. The facts 
of the siege are striking enough with- 
out the exaggerations that have come 
to us from time to time, mainly from 
Chefoo. Tokio has shown admirable 
self-restraint. ‘I'he Japanese have 
borne many disappointments with 
admirable calmness and dignity, and 
they may be trusted to show no 
undue excitement now that the long- 
hoped-for success hae come. 

The flight to Chetoo and Tsingtao 
in a thick fog of eight Russian 
‘ torpedo-boat destroyers from Port 
Arthur, with fngitive soldiers as 
well as sailors on board, opens a 
very interesting question. ‘The Chin- 
,ese and German Governments must 
‘make them prisoners if théy do not 
‘leave the harbours within twenty- 
i four hours; but will not General Nogi 
be entitled to say that they are part 
of Port Arthur, and must be included 
jn the surrender? It may fairly be 
presumed that they escaped, knowing 
that General Stéssel was about to 
surrender, and it would seem that 
the Japanese have a right to demand 
them, China, unfortunately, has 
shown little disposition or power to 
adopt or follow any principles in deal- 
ing with the thorny questions that 
her declared neutrality has aroused. 
She is not merely neutral, but 
negligible, and it is pitiable to see 
what ought to be a great nation in 
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such a condition of irresolution aud 
indecision. She has plenty of more 
or less disinterested advisers, but uo 
statesman with the ability to weigh 
or act upon advice; and from what 
sbe has done in the pastit is im- 

ible to foresee what she will do 
uow beyond endeavouring to shirk 
apy decision. 











THE MURDER ON 
THE BUND. 


4th January. 

Our German contemporary, in 
the telegraphic slip issued on Sun- 
day, in reference to the trial of “the 
two Russians coucerned in the killing 
of the Chinese on the Bund,” re- 
marks that “the principle has been 
kept up that the matter does not 
concern anyone élse except China 
aid Russia; the Consular Body has 
not acted at all in the matter.” 
Tnis is alittle inconsistent with the 
previous statement that Dr. Knappe, 
“as Senior Consul,” had most us 
fully intervened to pacify the ex- 
cited fellow-countrymen of the Chi- 
nese who was killed.

to adopt itas an immutable principle 
that it has no concern with such + 
matter as this which has so agitated 
a largo and important section of the 
population of Shanghai, If the Ning- 
pe community here had not hed at its} 
ead a wise and cautious statesman, 
‘used to hindling matters between 
Chinese and foreigners, like Taotai 
Sbén Tun-ho, there might very| 
easily have been a disturbance here ;

‘The Taotai, it is stated, is acting, 
under the orders of tho Waiwupu at 
Peking in declining to be represented, 
on the enquiry, and in insisting that 
the accused should be handed to him’ 
for trial; and it is certain that no} 
assessor was prezent at the pre-' 
liminary court-martial as it was' 
called, held on Monday at the Rus- 
sian Consu.ate-General, The tone 
of the Court, we learn, was hardly 
consistent with the gravity of the 
offence that is being investigated 
and unless the Tuotai can be per- 
suaded to modify his attitude and 
take a part in person, or by an 
adequate representative, at the 
trial, we cannot feel’ free from 
any fear of excitement among the 
Ningpo men here so deep xs to 
lead possibly to a demonstration. 
Instead of an actual demonstration 
in front of the Russian Consulate- 
General, with which the police, sup- 
ported if necessary by the Volunteers, 
would doubtless be able to deal—

The Legislative Restraint.

Atal tho halts most ex- 
cellent arrangoments were made for the 
party by the officers of the Maharajah of 
Kashmir. “Tho precipices and the tops 























of all the hills aro covered with newly- 
fallen suow, but at the lower levels 
“everlasting Spring abides” and the road 
is bordered by primroses. ‘The inhabi 
tants along the route turned out in hun- 
dreds to welcome the Viteregal party, 
and at night the mountain peaks and 
ridges were lit with myriads of bonfires. 
Sir Amar Singh, the Muharajah’s brother, 
with an escort of Imperial service troops, 
met the party and conducted them to 
Purana Chaoni, within a short distance 
of the eapital. They were here met by 
the Maharajab, attended by the Resident 
and his Highness’ suite. After the usual 
ceremonies the Viceroy boarded the State 
barge and proceeded by water to 
Srinagar. The route and all the boats 
and barges were decorated, and th 
scene was remarkably " beautif 
Shawls and carpots were spread 
on all the houses, the people crowded on 
the housetops and every a 

of vantage, cheering entimsiastically when 
the procession of boats passed with 
Maharajah in the full uniform’of a British 
General. 


Phe State Banquet. 

On the night of the 22nd inst. a State 
banquet was given in the Palace 
Srinagar. In reply to the toast of his 
Excellency, proposed by his Highness the 
Maharajah’ of Kashmir, Lord Ampthill 
made a very lengthy’ and interesting 

His Excellency commenced by 
referring to the fact that eleven years 
‘ago, he had, as a simple globetrotter, been 
entertained’ by his present host in his 
palsco at Jammu. His Highness had 
then made the remarkable prophecy, that 
bis guest would one day retuen to India 
as Viceroy, a prediction which has been 
fulfilled in a wonderfully short space of 
time, Lord Ampthill farther remarked 
that it is not generally known, that the 
anuual cxodus to tho hills is not a modern 
or even a British innovation; the Mogal 
Emperors of the 17th and 18th centuries 
made the beantifal and fascinating valley 
of Kashmir their summer resort. 















































Kashmir Improvements. 

This isolated kingdom is going to 
follow the example of plucky little 
‘Travancore, and introduei way from 
the capital to the plains. ‘There is also a 
scheme under consideration, which will 
benefit not only the State’ of Kashmir 
but incidentally the Punjab also, and that 
is the splendid idea of utilising the 
amount of water-power con- 
tained in tho Jehelum, aud constructing 
works which will result in the diminish- 
ing of floods in Kasbmir, largely extend 
cultivation, supply employment for a 
vast number of people, and allow a large 
amount of stored water to pass down to 
tho plains at the timo it is most needed. 
A groat number of yoars must nocesearily 
pass between the couception of such a 
comprehensive scheme and its fulfilment, 
but all join in the Vicoroy’s wish that 
the noble promoter of the idea may live 
to seo its completion, and the benefits 
which it will confer upon his country. 


Rubber Cultivation. 

Owing to depression in coffee, and the 
uncertainty of the tea market, planters 
have been taking up rubber to a large 
extent in the Straits, South Indis, and 
in Ceylon. There are many different 
ids of rubber trees, such as castilloa, 
coard, and para, but this latter alone 
has proved profitable. Para grows best 
near the equator and at sea-level, 80 
the amount of land available for rubber 
estates in limited, and the climates 
suitable aro not the most healthy. The 























trees take from’ three or five -years' to 
mature before they cau be tappod for 
Jatex; women. are usually employed for 
this work, wisich is carried out by means 
of herring boue incisions made in the bark 
from which the latex flows and is collected 
in tin cans in the form of thick milky 
fiuid. This latex is thon treated with @ 
little acetic acid which coagulates the 
pure rabber in small- china bowl: 
soon hardens, and the “biscuits” of 
rabber are taken from the bow! and 
hung up to dry. Several record prices 
have lately been obtained in the London 
murket, topped by 5s. ThA. per Ib, for fine 
pale biscuit obtained at a recent snle for 
& parcel of rubber from an'estate in 
Perak.

Frost and Snow. 

We are in the midst of the earliost 
cold-snap that has been experienced for 
many years. Hero in the South we aro 
comparatively well off, but in the 
lands and North they have been having 
fcom 20 to 25 degrees of frost, readings 
which in some parts have established a 
new November record, and nearly every- 
where there have been heavy snows. At 
Harrogate, the ground, where there was 
no drift, was covered to a depth of fully 
two feet within twenty-four hours, a fact 
which is vonched for by official records} 
the fall being registered as equivalent to 
rainfall of more than two inches. In 
Westmoreland and in Scotland trains 
have been unble to force .their’.way 
through drifts, and passengers have 
snowbound for a whole night. Inthe 
gelos which accompanied the snow a good 

eal of damage was done to fishing’ fleets 
and coasting vessels, but'so far’ as is at 
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preseut known the desth roll doos not 
include more than half-a-dozen names. 
All this and more might be looked for 
later in the winter, but in the middle of 
November and following immediately on 
@ brilliant St. Martin's summer, it has 
taken us all by surprise and of course it 
has stedily inereased tho already over- 
swollen ranks of the unemployed. 

The Royal Visit. 

On Monday the Portuguese King and 
Queen left Windsor in bright warm 
sunshine and arrived at Chatsworth on} 
their visit to the Duke and Duchess of | 
Devonshire in weather such as Dom 
Carlos has probably rarely experienced, 
for Derbyshire has 
fullest severity of the cold snap. 
Majesty wont to Chatsworth principally 
for the shooting, but on Tuesday sport 
had to be abandoned altogether, and 
sinco then the daily programmes’ have 
been much curtiled. However, King 
Carlos seems to have been enjoying him- 
self thoroughly.

‘To-day the King and Queen 
are returning to London, and to-morrow 
they go to Wood Norton on a visit to 
her Majesty's brother, the Duke of 
Orleans, who is providing his guests on 
Sunday with a magnificent firework dis- 
play arranged by the Crystal Palace 
pyrotechnists.

We aro still awaiting igning 
of the Anglo-Russian Convontion in 
reforence to tho North Sea outrage, and 
we continue to be assured that in spite 
of the delays the two Governments are 
in practical agreement, and there is no 
ground for uneasiness. In the mean- 
time we have been provided with 
another little sonstion over the alleged 
sale by Messrs. Yarrow of a torpedo- 
boat destroyer, which hes already found 
its way into Russian hands. Messrs. 
Yarrow themselves have refused either 
to confirm or to contradict the report, or 
indeed to make any statement about it. 
‘This refusal may be duo merely to a sottlod 
policy adopted since all the newspapers 
busied themselves recently over an 
Italian Government contract whichMeasrs. 
‘Yarrow are understood to have thrown 
up in consequence of the grasping 
demands of theic own workmen in the 
matter of overtime; but, however that 
may be, their silence has convinced 
most people that the destroyer story 
is not altogether without foundation. 
The most detailed account of th 
transaction is given by the Pari 
“Matin” which publishes an interview 
with an Irishman named Serhett, who

Brussels 
convention had falsified the predictions 
of the thorough-going Free Traders by 
causing little or no incréase in the price 
of sugas; but latterly the price has been 
going steadily up, and now the jam- 
makers and confectioners are loudly com- 
plaining that the trades are being ruined 
by # measure which has made sugar much 
cheaper on the Continent and considerably 
dearer at home. On the othor hand, it 
is contended, that the rise in price is not 
due at all to the abolition of bounties, 
but to the general failure of beet cro) 
on the Continent; and it is plausibly 
ar; from this that it is not the 
abolition of the bounties but the bounties 
themselves, which ruined the cane sugar 
industry and made us dependent on 
beet sugar, that are responsible for 

rise. Whatever truth there may 
in this I do not think the argu- 
ment will prove convincing to those 
who feel the burden of dear sugar. The 
Fr. Traders warned thém that the Con- 
vention would raise the price of sugar ; 
the price has been raised; and it will be 
hard to persuade the masses that post 
hoc is not propter hoe.

After the Special General Meeting of 
the Shanghai General Chamber of Com- 
merce, held the 22nd September, 1904, 
the matter was again taken up in corres- 
pondence with the American Consul- 
Genoral at Shanghai. Copies of documents 
relating to the action of the Shanghai 
General Chamber of Commerce were also 
sent to him and the request was made 
that the copy of the letter of the 30th 
September, 1904, from that body to tho 
British Minister at Peking, should be 
transmitted to the American Minister at 
Peking. Your committee stated that 
this letter gave some of the reasons which 
prompted the foreign merchants to ask 
for a postponement of the date for the 
provisional ‘Trado-mark Regulations to

sed itself as approving and being in sym- 
pathy with the letter.

The regulations were submitted to 
Minister Co:ger for suggestions before 
their adoption by the Chinese Govern- 
ment and were forwarded. by him to 
Consul-General Goodnow at Shanghai for 
expressions of opinion by the American 
merchants there. Ina note to the Chi- 
nese Government, Mr, Conger, informed 
it that the Shanghai merchants found 
the regulations burdensome in a number 
of particulars, and that, in his opinion, 
they were too complicated in places and 
imposed too great a tax upon the mer- 
cantile classos. Inasmuch, however, as the 
Chinese board of commerce had ‘stated 
that the regulations wore provisional only 
and might be amended at any time, 
Minister Conger said that he would make 
no objection totheir being put into op 
tion on the 23rd October, provided the 
period of exclusive uso of the trade-mark 
be made thirty years, as in the United 
States, instead of twenty years, and pro- 
vided also that the changes suggested by 
the British Minister and indicated in a re- 
vised copy of the regulations sent him by 
the board of commerce be adopted. 
Minister Conger added: “It must 
inctly understood, however, that 
tatement is made upon the condi-

After considering this 
titication, your committee expressed 
itself as believing that the decision to 
charge fees as therein proposed was in 
violation of Articles 4 and 5 of the 
American Treaty of last year between 
the United States and China, It stated 
that the enforcement of such fees would 
be burdensome and detrimental to 
American trade and therefore asked the 
‘American Consul-General at Shanghai to 
make a strong protest in the propor 
quarter, against the imposition of those 
fees. 

Information having beon sont to the 
American Consul-General at Shanghai 
that the Viceroy at Nanking had asked 
the American Consul at that place for 
catalogues of machinery for the manu- 
facture by hand or steam powor of tape, 
braids, embroidered and plain ribbons, 
etc., an intimation to this effect was 
transmitted by the Consul-General to 
the President of the Association. It was 
further mentioned that catalogues and 
information should be sent to Hon. W. T. 
Gracey, American Consul, Nanking, for 
transmission to the Viceroy. Your 
Committee accordingly mado this letter 
public for the information of all Ameri- 
can merchants in Shanghai. 

The question of the conservancy of the 
1 Huangpu is vital to the future of tho 
port of Shanghai.

THE BUND MURDER. 
To the Editor of the 
“ Norta-Camva Daivr News.” 


Srm,—Tho persistent demand that is 
being’ made by the Chinese officials and 
gentry of this place for the surrender of 









that makes life possible for foreigners in 
Chine, namely, that of extraterritoriality. 
Unfortunately, the treaty between Russia 
and China affords « slight pretext for 
this demand, and in this respect it differs 
from that signed between China and the 
other countries. 

Probably, without excoption, the latter 
provide that all offences committed by 
their nationals in China shall be tried by 
a tribunal of that nation to which the 
national belongs. In most instances, the 
trial takes place at the nearest Consular. 
Court where the offence is committed, 
and in some, as in the case of Portugal 
and Japan, the offenders guilty of the 
more serious offences are sent either to 
Macxo or Japan. The Russian trenty, 
however, provides that in offences of = 
certain grade, a preliminary hearing shall 
be held before a Mixed Tribunal con- 
ting of Russian and Chinese, 
if the presumption of guilt is such that 
the prisoner is committed for trial, he is 
then sent to Russia for trial by his Home 
Court. It is this latter provision which 
gives the only colour of right to the con- 





























tention of the Chinese in the present inst- | 


ance, as this hearing was not beld with 
‘a Chinese Assessor present. Even this, 
however, does not justify thei nd— 
if the translations appearing in the Press 
are correctly made—that the trial shall 
take place before a Mixed Tribunal and 









handed over to the Chinese. 

No principle should be more strenu- 
ously insisted upon than that no foreigner 
—absolutely irrespective of his offenco— 
shall be brought before a Chinese tribunal, 
nor should they to any degree be per- 
ais to interfere in matters of this 

ind. 

The present situation is a difficult one 
owing to the apparent conflict of the 
international procedure in matters. such 
8 the interning of the crew of the 
Askold, and the extraordinary conditions 
brought about by tho presence of the 
extraterritorial jurisdiction’ of the 
foreign Powers in China. ‘These last rest 
on treaty, and as such are supreme law, 
and under these treaties China es- 
pecially prohibited from having jurisdic- 
tion over any offence of this character,

that theso disabilities of extratorritoriali- 
ty be imposed !upon China without the 








f, as seems to be the case, from the 
cle in your issue of this morning, there 
covert throats of disorder or rioting,

Not ouly 
is it impossible somotimes to read for 
helf-an-hour or an hour in the evening, 
but whole evenings occur whore one 
cannot read or write without risking 
serious ivjury to one’s eyesight 
‘What is the use of paying to tho M. 0. 
Tis, 15 or 80 por month for the light 
wanted in au ordinary household, whilst 
we can have much ‘better and stronger 
light at the rate of Tis. 6 por motith by 
using kerosone oil ? 

On inquiring into the matter I was 
informed that tho coal used by the M. C. 
Electric Works was of low quality. If 
‘this is the case, why do the M.C. not 
see that better coal is supplied to their 
works? I think that while wo do not 
grumble about the high light bills, just 
the bost quality of coal ought to be good 
enough to be used for the electric light. 

Tn making this complaint through your 
valuable medium and not direct to the 
M.C., Iam sure that it will be endorsed 
by the whole community.

The Buni Tragedy. 

On Friday afternoon (30th Decembor) 
about half a-dozen of the principal Nii 
po gentry and merchants residing in this 
part met at the German Consulate-

the Taotai of the two sailors of the in- 
torned Russian cruiser Askold who were 
concerned in the death of the Ningpo 
man Chou Seng-yu on the 15th ultimo. 
The conference was a secret one, but 
evidently the result was unsatisfactory 
to the Ningpo gentlemen, for an express 
was issued soon afterwards calling upon 
a general closing on the next day of all 
the banks, hongs, and shops in Shanghai 
owned by natives of Ningpo. This was, 
however, not put into execution owing to 
the receipt of news ‘that the two sailors 











had been brought to the International 
Settlement and that the Russiau Consul- 
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General had invited the Shanghai Taotai 
to be present at a trial of the culprits to 
take place to-day (8rd of January). With 
regard to this last, we understand that 
Yuan Taotai, for obvious reasons, has ro- 
fused to attend the Covrt as proposed by 
the Russian Consul-General. But to 
return. When the news of the proposed 
trial became kuown to the Ningpo com- 
munity—of whom, by the way, a recent 
consus, taken by certain leading mem- 
bers of the community of their com- 
patriots here, namely, in the three 
foreign Settlements aod in the Chinese 
city and suburbs, gives the number as a 
little over 138,000, all told—another ex- 
press, this time unsigned, was distributed 
broadcast calling upon “all loyal Ningpo 
men to assemble at the Russian Con- 
sulate to see the impartial administration 
of justice.”

THE BUND TRAGEDY. 


A Preliminary Court Martial. 
After the Inpso of a fortnight, during 
which the Russian anthorities had ap- 
parently taken no action to bring to trial 
the two bluejrckets from the Askold, 
accused of being concerned in the killing 
of @ Chines on the Shanghai Bund, a 
“preliminary inquiry” was opened on 
Saturday at the Russian Consulate. It 
was continued on Monday morning and 
afternoon, and is again on Wednesday, 
rest.

It has also beon requested that, as 
this is only preliminary and the Press aro 
admitted as courtesy only, the 
idence taken be not disclosed until the 
enquiry has terminated.

Mr. Ispolatoff, the 
Russian Postmaster, acted as interpreter 
to the satisfaction of all parties. The 
evidence of each witness was taken 
down in Russian, and was then trans- 
lated over to him. Each witness had 
to sign his evidence, At the con- 
clusion of the proceedings Inspector 
‘Matheson had to sign the day’s evidence, 
‘as he was conducting the: prosecution. 
There wore then only three witnesses to be 
heard and their evidence was taken yos- 
terday morning. Tho date of the trial has 
not yet been definitely decided upon? 

It will be seen from Miss Mnssey’s 
letter in this issue that an explanation 
is forthcoming of the seeming levity at 
Monday’s session of the Court. For the 
gentleman so unhappily afficted we can 
only express our sympathy. It sooms un- 
fortunste, however, that another inter- 
preter could not have been found on 
Monday as well as on Wednesday. Quite 
spart from this unlucky incident the 
proceedings were conducted with an 
absence of decorum, which would be 
noticed at all events in a British inquiry, 
‘even of the most informal description. 
Considering the particularly grave nature 
of the present matter under investiga- 
tion, and the peculiar circumstances 
under which the Russians aro here at all, 
the did not appear to be getting 
the serious attention it should have.

MAJOR-GENERAL

SIEGE OF POR’ 

ARTHUR.

“The siege of Port Arthur is more 
@ifficult in its execution than has gener- 
ally been expected by the outside public. 








In addition to the natural and artificial 
defences, we have to it against des- 
porate troops who willingly lay down 


their lives for the sake of their country. 
It is true that the 203-metre height 
and the North Fort of Tangkikuanshan 
have, though at a heavy cost, already 
(allen into our hands. But considering 
the fortress as a whole, the former, what- 
ever value it has with rogard to the siege, 
is no more than an outer fort, while. the 
North Fort of Tungkikuansban cannot, 
properly speaking, be regarded as one of 
the enemy's principal forts. The only 
forte which have s claim as such are 
those at Sungshushan, Erblungehan, and 
some other places. These two forts had 
once been taken by us, but were re- 
covered by the enemy -afterwards. The 
fact that, in spite of the rapid progress 
made in our siege work, these forts still

This, however, cannot afford 
any ground for supposing that 'the 
enemy's stock of ammunition has been 
falling off. On the contrary, he has 
of late given ample proof whenever the 
‘opposing forces have exchanged fire that 
this. ig not the osse. It is certain 
that he has no boundless supply of 
ammunition, but it is also beyond doubt 
that he can in some messure rely on his 
own productive power aa well ss on 
possible supplies smuggled in from the 
outside world. With regard to provisions 
it will be safe to surmise that their stocks 
are even moro plentiful than ammunition. 
It seems beyond question that the 
Russians at Port Arthur are communicat- 
ing with the home authorities by means 
of wireless telegraphy, though important 
messages are often carried to Chefoo 
through the instrumentality of small war- 
ships, such as destroyers. It is, however, 
almost impossible for the Russians to 
send ‘communications from land. It is 
true that the onemy still employs the 
Chineso for that purpose, but there is 
little chance for the latter to succeed in 
their mission, as no natives are ever 
allowed to pass;the fighting line by either 
belligerent. In short, it will be no easy 
task to. completely coompy the fortress 
the more our siegeworks Progrons, 
more stubborn: Prag eel, become, 
‘They will no doubt fight to the lest man 
in defence of the fortress as well as 
Russia's prestige. Lastly, I deprocate 
the insinuation that the recent message 
from Stoessel requesting our army to 
refrain from firing on the new town and 
‘& portion of the old one, shows how hard- 
pressed is the enemy.

Since our occupation 
of the 203-metre height, we have been 
sending a fierce fire on to the town and 
harbour with the result already known, 
and this may have been sorely felt by the 
Russians, who were thus compelled to 
make the above proposal, ostensibly on 
behalf of the Red Cross.”—“Japan 
Times.”

His Honour was informed that no 
consular representatives were present in 
Court. 

In MoDowell, sworn, in reply 
to his Honour, said that from enquiries 
he had made he thought Brown was the 
proprietor of the Alhambra, because in 
‘case against a man called Schwartz in 
the Spanish Court,in which Schwartz was 
a with allowing gambling to goon at 
the Alhambra a cortain contract was pro- 
duced in evidence in open Court which 
showed that Brown was the proprietor 
of the Alhambra and grounds and that 
he lensed it to Schwartz. In addition to 
this, evidence would be brought to show 
that Brown paid the taxes to the Muni- 
cipal Council for police protection for 
the Alhambra. It was also shown by’ 
the evidence in the Spanish Court that 
Brown fitted up the Alhambra with 
furniture, and that be paid and engaged 
the employees of the hotel. On the 14th 
of September witness arrested Schwartz 
on a warrant in connection with certain 
information received from India. The 
documents at his houso wore seized, and 
among thom was found a written contract 
between Brown and the bandmaster at 
the Alhambra. 

‘His Honour read a copy of the con- 
tract which was signed at the Austrian 
Consulate and in which Brown signed as 

roprietor of the. Alhambra. It was 

tod the 15th.of June, 1904. 

Witness said that as regards Brown 
Imowing that gambling went on, he 
visited the Alhambra on the night of the 
Oth of Jaly last. ‘There was a roulette 
table on the ground floor. About thirty 
people were gambling round the table 
and Brown was prosent. Witness had 
‘a vonvereation with him about it, so that 
Brown mast havo known that gambling 
was going on. If the Court required 
evidence as to Brown fitting up the 
place, piles of bills could. be produced. 
During the prosecution of Schwartz at 
the Spanish Court, Brown came in and 
openly said thet it was not prosecution 
but persecution and that ho was interest- 
ed in the Alhambra, having spent $50,000 
‘on it. Witness had seen three contracts 
in reference to the Alhambra. The first 
was the one referred to between Brown 
and Schwartz, which was produced at 
the Spanish Conrt to show that Schwartz 
Jeased the Alhambra from Brown. 

‘By His Honour—Witness had heard 
something about Schwartz paying Tis. 500 
per month and 20 per cent of the pro- 
fits, but he could not say this was a fact 
from his own knowledge. There was 
another contract signed on the 16th ult. 
When Garcin was brought up at the 
Spanish Consulute last month s contract 
was brought forward by » man called 
Silvestro showing that the top floor was 
leased to him. Witness was of opinion 
that these contracts were bogus. Per- 
domo Garcia was only s pauper, and 
Silvestro, was practicully a street hawker. 
Witness had never seen them at the 
Alhambra and he was of opinion that 
they had not anything to do with the 
case. He thought the contracts were 
simply made to defeat the ends of justice. 
Garcia was a very poor man, and 














Silventro did not appear to be a man of | gambling on each occasion. | He was wn- 


much standing, as witness had frequently 
seen him: hawking figures and pictares 
in the streota. About six weeks ago 
another raid was made on the Alhambra, 
anda roulette table and gambling ap- 
pliances were seized. Witness then saw 
public gambling going on there; anyone 
‘could take part, and gambling was going 
‘on toa great extent. Witness had seen 
gambling on three occasions. The last 
was on the lst December, when, under 
instructions issued by his’ Honour, the 
Captain Superintendent, witness, and 
others raided thehotel at about 10.30 p.m. 
About 9.30 p.m. witness sent out two 
policemen with thirty marked dollars, and 
instructed them to go upstairs and seo if 
they could gamble. Those dollars were 
afterwards found among the money 
seized. Witness when he arrived, found 
the two policemen, and about twenty 
other persons gambling round a roulette 
table. There were upparently two men 
in chargé. One was a man named 
Frankel and the other appeared to be a 
Filipino. Witness could not find Frankel 
registered anywhere. He had, however, 
received his photograph from Buenos 
Ayres, from which place Frankel was de- 
ported for importing women. He had also 
been deported from Manila. Frankel 
said that he was being paid $6 a day for 
rupning the tables, but he did not say 
who paid him. Most of the money 
was found in the croupier’s drawer, 
which was open. There were a num- 
ber of chits, Witness got these two 
men to stand by while the police counted 
the money. The money aud the tables 
were taken to the Central Station. 
Frankel said that the tables did not 
belong to him and witness thought there 
was no doubt that ho was running ‘them 
for Brown.

Brown did not then say that he had let 
the place to Schwartz, but when they 
seized Schwartz's documents they found 
seoatract between the bandmaster and 
Brown.

came from Messrs. Vauel in the N-nking 
Road, and at witness's request a repre- 
sentative of that firm had come to Court 
with his books. Witness saw gambling 
going on on the 9th, 16th, and 17th 
Jaly, and also on seversl other occasions. 
Brown was present on every occasion. 
He was not in charge of the roulette. 
‘The same person never seemed to be in 
charge twice; they changed about. From 
the way Brown was walking about the 
place it looked as if he was running the 
show, and was proprietor of the place. 
Everyone was under the impression that 
Brown was head of the place. It was 
not private jing, aa everyone could 
play. Witness pnt some money on. On 
the 9th of July Inspector McDowell saw 
witness gambling. On the 16th of July 
the sergeant in charge of Carter Road 
station was present and saw witness gam- 
Dle. Ou the 17th of July witness went to 
‘the Alhambra by himself and gambled. He 
had also gone at other dates, of which,be 
had not Kept a record, probsbly about

(Witness produced 
his official diary and drew his Honours 
attention to an entry of the 19th of July 
in which it said that on that date he 
went to the Spanish Consulate, where be 
was shown-a letter from: Schwartz to the 
Spanish Consul saying that Brown was 
now proprietor of the Alhambra). Witness 
was present at thé raid of. the Slst of 
December. He saw gambling going on 
then. The man who was turning the 
roulette wheel was a Spanish subject. 
He did not know the.names of the men 
who were running the tables. Witness 
assisted to take the roulette tables a 

and soferas he knew. no declarations 
were made, There was no resistance; 
about $2,000 were taken away. Most of 
the money was taken from the roulette 
tables. Thore was also a table where ° 
horses ran round and round. When wit- 
nese got into the room there were six or 
seven people besides the police. He was 
the last of the police to come in, and as 
there were several doors in the room it 
was possible that some of the players loft 
before he arrived. About ton of the 
police entered before witness. 

‘Sergeant Patrick Thornton, sworn, said 
that on the 20th November, he was at 
the Albambra at 6 p.m. with a fow 
friends, On the 26th November, he 
again went there and he had been there 















several times since. Gambling was 
always going on. . Witn as 
‘any-one was allowed to On’ tho 


20th November, Brown was present, 
but witness did not see him on any other 
occasions. He was looking on, apparent- 
ly superintending the business. A small 
man, who looked like a Spaniard, was in 
charge of the tables ; he seomed to be 
employed there. Brown was walking 
backwards and forwards, Witness went 
with Inspector McDowell to raid the 
hotel on the 31st December. ‘They on- 
tored the Alhambra about 10.30, and wit- 
ness was second in the room, coming i 
immediately behind McDowell. There 
were twenty or more persons seated 
round a table gambling. ‘There wore 
also five or six persons at -anothor table. 
Witness saw the ronlette wheel goi 
round and drawer at the table was open. 
There were a number of chips about the 
size of a dollar.” Witness explained how 
the gambling was carried on when ho 
had visited the hotel on” previous occa- 
sions. People who wished to. gamblo 
there usually bought » supply of these 
chips at the hotel. There was one man, 
who said that he was an Italian, sitting 
down by the mde of the table.‘ Witnoss 
hxd seen him thero-every time he went. 
One of the men said that he was employ- 
ed there at $6. day. No resistance was 
made. é 

By an Assessor—All the police went 
in plain clothes. ‘Thore was a little trou- 
ble the first night witness went there. 
Two men quarrelled and Brown told 
them to leave the room. 

Arthur Henning, Inspector of taxes, 
sworn, said that he had never witnessed 
gambling at the Alhambra. Witness hud 
stubs of receipts for money prid for police 
protection. The first one he collected 
was from Schwartz at Muirhead Road, as 
Brown was out. The second time he 
met Brown at the American Consulate 
and he paid it. The receipts were always 
made ont in Brown's name. Scbwartz 
paid the tax on the 16th June. Brown 
paid it on the 4th Angust. The last 
fone - collected was ‘paid at’ the 
Alhambra to Mr. Mellows on the 17th 
October. 
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‘A representative from Vanel’s was thon 
called, aud having been cantioned, said 
that he had done business with the Al- 
hambra. Brown bonght all the farniture 
for thé hotel from Vanel. Oxi the 26th 
March he bought various furniti to 
the amount of $2,500, mostly dining 
room, not bedroom furniture, “Brown 
paid by cheque. He did not buy any 
roulette tables from witness. At present 
Brown owed witness's firm $800 for goods 
sent to Tientsin. 

The Court advised witness to send the 
account in to Mr. Musso. 

The Court then adjourned for « short 
time to come to a decision. 

On resuming his Honour read an 
ment betweon Perdomo and Schwartz. 
In this contract it was stated that J. H. 
Brown was proprietor of the Alhambra. 

His Honour said that the Court found 
accused guilty, a8 propriotor of the Al- 
hambra, a public house, of having allow- 
od gambling to goon on the 9th, 16th,17th 
July, 20th and 26th Nov., and the S1st De- 
comber. For those offences he would be 
fined Marks 500, 600, 700, 1,000, 1,200, 
1,600, which had been reduced to one 
fine of Marks 6,000. ‘The gambling ap- 
paratas would be confiscated and de- 
stroyed. Accused would also have to pay 
the costs of those proceedings. ‘The Court 
‘came to the conclusion that Brown having 
beon born in Germany, and not having 
acquired any other nationality was under 
ite jurisdiction, The Court further camo 
to the conclusion that Brown was re- 
sponsible for everything going on in the 
Brown made all the contracts and

So far as his cliont 
was concerned the merits of the nso 
were in the mo I will not dwell 
upon the technical, yet very material and 
just argument in Zimmerman’s affida- 
Vit as to what Schwartz would testify if 
called, a8 it is not sufficient ; nor on the 
fact that Zimmerman: doos not say that 
he could not have gotten Schwartz at 
tho trial, had he so desired. ‘The Court, 
if it could admit Schwartz's testimony, as 
offered by Zimmerman, would not con- 
sider it of sufficient woight to outwoigh 
the testimony and documents new in 
Court, and on which the judgment was 
based. 

2.—Insufficiency of the evidence to 
justify the decision. 

After careful consideration the Court 
considers the evidence sufficient to justify 
the decision as rendered. 

3.—That said decision is contrary to 
the law and evidence. 

‘The Court cannot agree with the argu- 
ment of Counsel, that the papers in this 
case failed to disclose any principal for 
whom Schwartz could bo eaid to sign as 
agent. It is clear to the Court that 
Schwartz signed as agent for Schwartz 
& Co., which firm in the transaction 
being litigated was composed of 8. E 
Schwartz and 8. Zimmerman, and against 
which latter judgment has been given in 
this case. 

4.—Errors in Law ocourring at the trial 
and excepted toby this defendant. 

No exception of any importance was 
taken by the defendant to the rulings 
of the Court during the trial. 

Tho motion for anew trial is hereby 
donied.

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The inquest was then. adjourned until

‘The inquest was resamed. 

Dr. Ernest Louis Marsh said that he 
was called in to No. 4, The Bund, at 9.50 
on Saturday morning. The body was 
rigid and cold and was seated on an office 
chair in front of desk. It was in an 
attitude of sleep. ‘Tho head was bent 
forward. There woro uo marks of injury 
or any marks of vivlence, but thore wa: 
Aistinct odour of coal gas in the single 
room which formed the office. Witness 
at Coroner's request made @ post-mortem 
examination in the afternoon with Dr. 
Moore Geaham. At this more particular 
examination of the body no evidence of 
violence could be found, but the blood 
and tissues were everywhere in n condi- 
tion usual in death from suffocation by 
conl gas. In witness's opinion death was 
due to suffocation by coal gas, while 
deceased was sloping in a small unven- 
tilnted office, When witness got to the 
office the gas stove was not turned on, but 
gas was still eseaping from the bracket 
on tho wall, 

Dr, G. R. Moore-Graham said that he 
was called in to No. 4, the Bund, about 
9.40 am. on Saturday. Deceased was 
seated in his chair, his hat on and with 
his hands in ‘pockets, apparently 
asleep. On making an examination, 
witness found that he was doad and had 
beon dead for some hours. Witness 
thonght the gas stovehad been turned off 
when he arrived, but there was a strong 
smell of gas in the room. 

By & juror—Whon the post mortem 
examination was mado all the organs 
wero found to be perfectly healthy. 

Pau Woa-foo stated that he was th 
office boy at the Russian Consulate. He 
know Mr, Graham through seeing him go 
in and out. Witness was returning about 
1am. on Saturday whon ho saw Mr. 
Graham trying to open the door. A 
ricsha coolie told witness that Mr. 
Graham had been trying to open tho 
door for over half an hour and had not 
succeoded. Witness cid not stop to see 
when deceased would get in. By his 
appearance witness thought he must be 
under the influence of drink.

‘about 7.30:am. When he went to th 
office on Saturday morning he found the 
door unlocked. Ho eutered and found 
Mr. Graham sitting in the office chair. 
Witnees opened the window and tidied 
up the office. Thoro was a strong smell 
of gas in the room.

It was 
not lit, but gas was escaping. The stove 
had never given any trouble before. He 
thought his mester was asleep, so after 
opening the window and tidying the 
room, he left.

Basilio Mayno Carion said that when 
ho was leaving the Hongkong and Shang- 
hai Bank after midnight on Friday he 
met deceased in a ricsha near the Jinkee 
Road. He was in a very sleepy con- 
dition. : 

Henry Edward McCann stated that 
he was asharebroker. About 9.35 a.m. 

















‘on Saturday he went into the office.. He 
noticed a strong smell of gas but did 
not notice the condition of the stove. 
Witness went into the Club to see if he 
could find Dr. Mooro-Grabam, as a 
bystander said he was there. Ho then 
returned to the office and telephoned to 
jthe police station. Witness knew de- 
ceased fairly well and so far ashe was 
aware deceased was not in financial 
difficulties. 

A. IL. Anderson, recalled, said that ho 
was formerly doceased’s partner and 
that four years ago the gas stove in their 
oftice had to be worked with care. If the 
valve were oponed fully when ono was 
about to light the stove, the gas would 
explode and the stove would not remain 

bt, In witness's opinion an 
accident with the stove might easily have 
happened.

When he opened 
the office at7 o'clock the room was full of 
gas. 
By a juror—On settloment night it was 
not unlikely that a broker would work 
all night ; witness haa done so himself in 
that office. 

Mr, McCann, recalled, and qiestioned 
by ja-juror, said that on two or three 
‘oceasions ho had met deceased out early, 
and he had explained that be was working 
lite the previous night and had slept in 
tho office. 

The Coroner said that was all the 
evidence he proposed to take. ‘The ques- 
tion the jury had to decide was whether 
deceased met his death through misad- 
venture or whether he had purposely 
turned on the gas stove. Mr. Anderson's 

lence was important as showing that 
had to he lighted with care. 

The jury, without retiring, agreed that 
deceased met his death through misad- 
venture.

detected tho defendant with a number of 
bottles of milk in his postession, which he 
had concealed in a rush basket slung over 
his sboulder. The defendant described 
himself as a coolie, but witnsy brlieved 
him to be the proprietor of a dairy at 
Pootung.—The defendant was fined $10.

The Anti-Foreign Crusade. 

Sentence was passed in the caso in 
which Mow Pah-zue, of Honan Road, 
Zun Keh-foh, of Sings Road, Wong 
Chnng-sha, of Shautnng Road, and Per 
Sze-zeh, of Canton Road, booksellers, 
wre charged with being concerned to- 
gether in unlawfully circulating anti- 
foreign literature within the limits of 
the Settlement on various dates during 
the year 1904. 

The Court found that all the dofend- 
ants were guilty. < 

Zan Keh-foh was found to have been 
instrumental in having the pamphlets 
printed, and was sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment. 

Mow Pah-aue and Per Sze-zch were 
each sentenced to eight months’ imprison- 
ment. 

Wong Chung-sha was sentenced to 
three months’ imprisonment. 


Unsonnd Meat, 

Koo Ab-sing, a coolie, was charged 
with carrying into the Settlement a 
quantity of unsound moat and offering 
same for sale, contrary to By-law No. 34, 

Mr.'T. H. Hugall, Inspector of Markets, 
ete., stated that the animal from which 
the moat was taken way not slaughtored 
at the Municipal slaughterhouse and did 
not bear the chop. It was evident from 
the stato of the ment—which was disoasod 
—that the beast was ip a dying condition 
when slaughtered. Tho meat was soft 
and fabby, wheres in this weather it 
should, if sound, have beon firm and hard. 

The dofendent was sentenced to op 
week's imprisonment, and a warrant wa 
issued for tho arrest of his employer. 


Bribery and Corruption, 

Wong Yu-ding, a clerk employed at 
H. M. Consulate, was charged with 
unlawfully and corruptly giving a bribe 
to native detective Leo Sing-foh on the 
28th December, in order to induce him 
to rofrain from giving evidence in con- 
nection with the charge against ono of 
tho prisoners arrested as being an accom- 
plice of the notorious criminal Vah Kah- 
der. 

‘Ou the application of Detective- 
Inspector McDowell, the prisoner was 
remanded until Friday afternoon, to be 
kept in custody of the police ‘in the 
meantime.

Ir will be learnt with general 
satisfaction that an’ authentic tele- 
gram was received here yesterday 
from the American-China Develop- 
ment Company in New York, stating 
that the control’ of the stock of the 
Canton-Hankow Railway is again 
in American hands, the Belgian 
interests having been bought ont. 
‘All English aud Americin residents 
ab any ratein China will be glad to 
hear this, the sie to the Belgians 
having been a blow to our interests 
in China, and having had a marked 
effect. particularly on American 
prest'ge. ‘The recovery of the con- 
trol was very markedly assisted by 
the embargo put on the bonds by 
the Chinese, who regarded the 





transfer of the coucession to Belgian 
hands as a breach of faith, and by 
the sympathetic action of the D.- 
partment of State at Washington, 
‘Arrangements. have been made to 
procure all the capital necessary to 
complete the line, and to keep the 
control permanently in American 
hands, whatever may happen. ‘Thus 
we have a very satisfactory solution 
of tho difficulties which have lately 
impeded the operations of the 
‘American-China Development Com- 

ny, and we may expect to see the 
construction of the important trunk 
line from Canton to Hankow procoed- 
ed with ropidly and ener.etically. 
We trust, too, that it will not be 
many months before work is begun 
on the English or Anglo-Chinese 
railway between Kowloon and Cun- 
ton, 





GERMAN INFLUENCE 
IN CHINESE 
ARSENALS. 


6th January. 

Our German friends are to be 
ratulated on the appointment of 

one of their fellow-countrymen, Herr 
Basse, now in Nankiny, as Director 
of the Kiangnan Arsenal, As soon 
as Admiral Yeh arrived in his flag- 
ship Haichi at Nanking, the arrange- 
ments in this connection were to be 
completed. This means eventually, 
of course, the appointment of German 
assistants, and the substitution of 
Kropp for Armstrong; and with 


German managers and assistants in 
Shan‘ung, aud at Hankow, Shanghai, 
Nanking, and Tientsio, it may be 
said that, to a certain extent, the 
Arsenals of China are in German 
bands. 

This last appointment throws 
some light on the reasons for the 
recent diss mination at Nanking of 
an utterly unfounded story reflecting 
on Mr. Cornish, the English Director 
of the Ordnance and Prajec.ite De- 
partment at the Kiangnan Arsenal, 
‘Phe story, which was sent down to 
Shanghai by a Chinese official at 
Nanking, was that some guns had 
been sent to Nanking from the 
Arsenal ‘here, only half rifled, and 
that Mr. Cornish had pissed them in 


that condition; the story being! 


obviously intended to prejudice that 
gentleman in the eyes of the Viceroy, 
who was naturally well-disposed to- 
wards the Germans after his plensant 
experiences as Governor of Shantung. 
‘The true story is that four years ago, 
during the Boxer troubles, one gun 
was hurriedly sent to Woosung by 
the Chinese Director of the Arsenal, 
Mr. Cornish uot being consulted, 
that was imperfectly rifled. As soon 
as Mr, Cornish saw it, he condemned 
it and ordered it to be returned to 
the Arsenal, but Chinese red-tape 
intervened, and it was explained that 
agun could not be sent out of the 
Woosung forts without a written 
order from the Viceray. ‘This is the 
fact, and it was» puzzle at first to 
know why the highly exag,erated 
und libellous story that we have 
mentioned was being suddenly circu- 
lated among the officia's at Nanking. 











THE ALHAMBRA 
CASE. 


Gth January. 

‘Tue raid made by the Municipal 
police on the Alhambra, under the 
wrrant granted by the Spanish 
Consul and then alleged to be 
revoked, was a failure owing to 
the ‘attitude taken by the Spanish 
Cvusul in ciicumstances which 
are fres® in everyone's memory 
The Council came in for much un- 
deserved abuse on the part of writers 
who professed to be as anxious cs 
anyone to see gambling suppress, 
and the Spanish Consul, by 
appealing to the dignity of his posi- 
tion and the rights of his nationals, 
succeeded in persuading acommittee 
of the Consular Body. to extort an 
expression of regret from the Muni-! 


cipal Council. Another attempt to 
suppress the Alhambra was frustrated 
by the representation that the 
Spanish lessee had sublet the oppér 
rooms in which gambling was carried 
on toan Italian, though there was 
very little doubt that the real culprit 
was the owner of the property, a Mr, 
; J. H. Brown, and that the Argentine, 
the Spaniard,and theItalian, between 
whom the responsibility was shifted 
about, so that the police should be 
sent on a wild goose chase from’ one 
Consular Court to another, were 
merely the employees of Mr. Brown. 
We understand that Mr. Gvodnow, 
betore Icaving, suggested to the 
Municipal Council that it shonld 
‘attack Mr. Brown instead of his tools, 
poiuting out that as Mr, Brown was 
an adept in evading justice by 
changing his nationality when cir- 
cumstances made it desirable, the 
Mixed Court would be the place to 
corral him. Mr, Brown, it will be 
remembered, when he was brought 
upin the American Conrt, repudia- 
ted American nationality, explaining 
that he was born in Germany, On 


this hint Dr. Knappe, the German 
Consul-Geveral, promptly acted, and 
on the 31st of December last he 


asked the Captain-Superintendent 
of Police 1o “make the necessary 
arrangements to find out if there is 
any gambling going on, and authorise 
herewith the Municipal Police to 
enter any time the Albambra and 
the compound belonging to it and 
to search and take in custody an, 
artic'e usid for gambling purpose 
The same night the Alhambra was 
successfully raided. 

‘This was too much for the Spanish 
Consul, who evidently thought that 
ashe had successfully prevailed on 
the whole Consular Body on the 
previous occasion, he could easily 
make a single Consul give way. 
So Me. Brown’s Spanish stalking: 
horse, Mr. Perdomo Garcia, was 
trotted out, Mr. Perdomo being, 
according to the evidence of In- 
spector McDowell a man of straw. 
As we have already said, when 
Mr. Perdomo was prosecuted at the 
Spanish Consular Court he got off 
under cover of an Italian sub-lessce ; 
but on the 1st instant, the Spanish 
Consul writrs to Dr. Knappe:“ Un- 
der the circumstances, if public © 
gambling has been found going on 
at the Alhambra (O sancta sim= 
plicitas!), I will have to rendyr the 
said Perdomo responsible for it and 
proceedings will at once be taken 
against him: I therefore request you 
to instruct the S. M. P. to deposit 
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in this Consulate all the effects 
seized by them, as they are Spanish- 
owned, and as they will serve as | 
evidence in the trial of the case. 

Meanwhile I cannot but express : 
my surprise and regret at the ! 
fact that although the Alhambra 

is leased by a Spanish subject, ' 
and I am the only authority 

who can authorise a forced entrance 

in a Spanish residence, last night’s 

‘raid has been effected without the 

slightest reference being made to me, 

and asI know the kind and proper 

way you have always acted I feel 

confident that there must have been a 

regrettable misunderstanding, which 

no doubt will be explained.” Dr. 

Knappe had taken pains to make 

sure that neither the American ; 
Consul-General, Mr. Goodnow, nor 

the Acting Consul-General, Mr. 

Davidson, would recognise Mr. 

Brown as an American citizen, 

and his answer to the Spanish 

Consul was courteous and conclu- 

sive: “Your Court dismissed the 

case oni the 10th December versus | 
Perdomo Garcia, on the ground that 

he had sublet part of the Alhambra 

to an Italian subject—Silvestro, If: 
I had known that Perdomo were | 
again résponsible, I would have in-| 
formed. you.” Mr, Musso, counsel | 
for Mr. Brown, made a despairing | 
effort to show that the latter really | 
was an American citizen, but it was, 
of course, fruitless, and the trial of 
Mr. Brown went on in the German 
Court, the accused being, according 
to Mr, Musso, in Manila. The evi- 
dence brought forward by the Police 
was conclusive that Mr. Brown was 
the substantial owner of the Alham- 
bra, and that Schwartz and Perdomo 
and Silvestro, -and another man 
named Frankel, who was deported | 
from Buenos Aires for importing 
women, and had also been deported 
from Manila, were merely his instru- 
ments, 

Mr. Brown was convicted and 
fined a lump sum of 5,000 marks 
(£250) and the costs of the proceed- 
ings, and the bling apparatus 
food "was ordered. to "be eonfivce. 
ted and destroyed. Dr. Knappe 
summed up the evidence against 
Brown very clearly and concisely 
in his judgment — 

Tho Court came to the conclusion that 
Brown having been born in Germany, 
an@not having acynired any other na- 
tionality was underits jurisdiction. The 
Court further came to the conclusion 
that Brown was responsible for every- 
thing going on in the place. Brown 
made all the contracts and bought and 
paid for the furniture, he made the con- 
t with the bandmaster, and was pre- 
on five different occasions when 
bling was going on. Brown was con- 

‘ed by everyone present to be the 
man and to have everything 
done on his account. Brow also settled 












the quarrel between two gambling par- 
ties. From this especially it appeared 
that he was the responsible man. The 
Court therefore came to the conclusion 


that everything was done for the account 
of Brown, and therefore the Court con- 


| Sidered that the $2,000 odd found on the 


premises should be confiscated and be 
deducted from the fine. 

No doubt the Spanish Consal is 
really as anxious as any of bis 
colleagues to suppress such an estab- 
lishment as the Alhambra, and it is 
unfortunate that he should have 
felt himself obliged to lose sight of 
the good the Council were doing in 
his objection to the way in which it 
was done. Had he enquired a little 
more deeply in the matter, he would 
have found that his Consulate was 
being made use of by the man of 
many countries, Brown, as a cloak, 
and he would surely have refused to 
allow himself to be made a means of 
evading justice. However, all’s well 
that ends well, and we have to thank 
the Council and Dr. Knappe for the 
extinction of the Alhambra as a 
gambling hell. The community owe 
a special debt of gratitude to the 
Council for persisting in their efforts 
to remove this plague-spot in the 
face of so much misrepresentatior. 
and discouragement.

Or-the younger mon of Shanghai, few 
were better known and liked than Mr. 
George Fullerton whose terribly sudden 
death yesterday comes as a shock and 
bereavement to very many here. Mr. 
Fullerton had been feeling unwell on 
Wednesday, and yesterday morning re- 
mained indoors instead of going to his 
office. Some papers were sont round to 
him in the course of the morning and he 
signed them. Later, still feeling poorly, 
he sent his boy to the Club for somo ice, 
and it was on returning from this errand 
that the boy found his master lying on the 
bed dead. A book he had been reading 
had fullen on the floor. Death apparently 
was due to heart failure, but it is pro- 
bable that‘an inquest will be deemed 
necessary. Mr. Fallerton, who was Shang- 
hai-born, was some years ago in Messrs. 
Butterfield and Swire’s ; he went to Hong- 
kong, and resided there for some yonrs, 
and latterly has been identified with the 
interests of the Chinese Engineering and 
Mining Company at Shang! 
one of our most enthusiastic oarsmen, 
though not so frequently seen‘ on the 
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river in‘ recent years; and he 
had served in’ the volunteors both 
at Hongkong, where he commauded the 
Maxims, and at Shanghai. Always 
genial, ondued with inexhaustible high 
spirits, and an excellent man of business, 
George Fallerton was xn all-round “ good 
fellow ” who will bo greatly missed.

nine survivors of the wreck of 
the British steamer Workfeld, Captain 
E.G. Broadhead, arrived here yesterday 
morning. 

The Captain reported that his vessel 
was on axoyage from Cardiff to Saseho, 
vid the Cape, with some 6,000 tons of 
Cardiff coal on board for the Japanese. 
When about four miles to the north of 
Tartle Rock, on the 24th December at 3 
p.m., his vessel struck an uncharted rock. 
He proceeded, however, with the hope of 
making one of the bays to the north 
of Brenker Point, and possibly beaching 
hi 
serious damage, and was filling fast with 
water.. The crew remained on board as 
long ss possible, but geadnally the vessel 
began to go down by tho head, and, when 
the decks were awash, the captain and 
crew took to boats. They remained 
alongside of the Workfield until daylight, 
‘when they abandoned her, and after six 
hours’ pulling in boats, landed in Hope 
xd over to the Cape of 
Good Hope ‘lighthouse. The captain 
thinks that the Workfield has gone down 
in fourteon or fifteen fathoms of water, 
about fifteen miles to the south of the 
Cape of Good Hope. This wreck will bo 
& great danger to niuvigation, and the 
Customs should remove it at once.

THE BUND TRAGEDY. 


‘The Preliminary Court Martial. 

The preliminary enquiry into tho 
circumstances of the Bund ‘tragedy was 
rosumed at the Russian Consulate yester- 
day.

A CANTON STREET. 


Of visitors who seo the sights of 
Cauton, some are enraptired with the 
parade ‘of signboards, and others are 
Aisgusted with the unpleasant sights and 
smells they meet, but few or none know

John Richard Groen knew that the roal 
history of a country was tho history of 
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the people, high and low alike, and so 
wrought out his popular work. Lamar- 
tine observes that the “people are the 
heart of the country.” ‘To those who 
know the language and can stand a 
playful banter and are not irritated at » 
following of excited children, a stroll 
such as I took a few evenings ago is full 
of interest. It revealsthe people at their 
work, their recreations, their vices, and 
their worship, I wonder if a brief sketch 
will interest your readers. _ 

Strolling along I happened upon the 
exeoution ground, which needs no de- 
scription here. But therein I found many 
at work making their pink-tinted funglos, 
or clay fireplaces. I discovered that 
peculiar kind) of yellow clay ia used, 
which is brought from Polo, about a 
day’s journey by boat from Canton, and 
near by the temple said to be dedicated 
to Marco Polo, about which, neverthe- 
less, there seems to be some dispute. It 
is brought'in blocks, 9in. by 6iu., and on 
the spot, 18 sliced up in water, and then 
kneaded into the proper consistency. A 
remark elicited tment that in the 
Fukien proviuce iron is used. A peculiar 
kind of large vessel is used for the boil- 
ing of opium. 

strolled into two opium dens. A lexder 
in areprosontative paper,a few weeks since, 
indicated that there is a great divergence 
of opinion on what led the “opium 
question.” It seams to me, however, that 
the revelations of those low, damp, dirty, 
dark dens would convince most people 
that only evil can come to those who 
froquent them. Some amokers are yellow 
“and emaciated. Many appear to be in 
good health. One old fellow, nearly 
seventy yours of ago, confessad that he 
had smoked for forty years, and admitted 
that he spent $3 per mensom. Yet he 
looked hale and vigorous. At the begin- 
ning of the conversation, many con- 
tonded that the pipe stimulates the ener- 
gios. A little quiet talk, however, will 
elicit the confession that the whole 
thing is bad, and that, in the end, 
physical deterioration generally follows 
addiction thereto. 

‘Rope in large quantities is made ix th 
street. Of course, the Chinese have 
none like that made of Manila hemp. 
‘Their strongest is made of the coir palm, 
the fibres of which are strong and long. 
A dried leaf, if closely examined, will 
reveal a network of fibres as beautifully 
woven as the web of a spider, and the 
fibros are separated only with consider- 
able difficulty. A great deal of heavy 
bamboo rope is also made, which is used 
‘as cables for the junks, and the finer 
kinds of the same material, re: f 
the trackers on the mountain's side 
they.tow the heavily-laden boat up the 
stream. Business, they told me, was 





















































good. 

In the strest through which I strolled 
1 found four Fantan saloons. These 
buildings were most elaborately decorat- 
ed with costly carvings. It may seem 
‘suggestive that there should be found 
four in one street. The fact is that 
lately the Canton officials, being in want 
of funds for themselves, and for their 
country, have allowed large numbers to 
be opened. At the door of oue we 
posted two soldiers, and on either side 
of the door hung the official signboards. 
Many of the more recent ones are two 
storeys high, like those in Macao, and 
well-to-do gamblers sit in the upper room 
and look down on the proceedings. In one 
den there was but one man, an emaciated 
opium fellow, whose rags indicated ex- 
treme poverty. 1 said nothing, but stood 
awhile gazing, till he cowered at the gaze, 
and the usually stolid faces of those in 














charge were moved with » touch of 
shame. In another, I found some score 
of people, who gambled and lost, and 
gambled and won, but no word was 
spoken. It must be evident that such 
places tend to excite the passion 
for gambling which is ingrained in this 
people, and so deteriorate the moral life. 

T discovered a large temple dedicated 
to Shing Nam, a new one to me. It 
means the “South of the City.” It was 
once imposing. Supporting the central 
idol, on each side, were six huge booted 
‘and helmeted warriors, representing the 
ancient heroes of China. Hung around 
the walls were many tablets, most 
of which appeared to be old, which 
expressed gratitude for benefits believed 
to have been received by supplicants. 
The central idol was hidden in what was 
‘once gorgeous drapery, but is now tatter- 
ed tinsel. There he sits in semi-darkness, 
in the inner recesses of the temple, and 
he cannot but be imposing to the un- 
enlightened and superstitious women and 
children who live around. If the tem- 
ples were kept clean, and the acces:ories 
in a state of repair, they would even now 
be to the foreigner an interesting study 
and furnieh food for much meditation. 
‘There was a time when a sustained en- 
thusiasm bore the people on to deeds of 
great self-sacrifico on behalf of the Bud- 
dhist That time is past and 
many think it will never return, Children 
play in the temple courts; idlers and 
beggers throng the steps, old men sit in 
the doorway and converse of olden days 
and ways. 

I passed two stalls on the street 
where foreign intoxicants and beer 
ale, wine, and even spirits, were on 
sal to all who cared to buy. 1 affirm 
that all who care for the welfare of the 
Chinese, must regret that those drinks 
are being introduced and sold to any 
one who will buy, without let or hin- 
drance. The Chinese nation is a very 
temperate one, though many poems have 
been composed to the god of wine, and 
many of the poots, in olden days at least, 
were addicted to’ the cup. Perhaps, in 
earlier days drunkenness was more pre- 
valent than it is to-day. This, however, 
is no reason why this people should be 
taught to drink strong alcoholic drinks, 
that in the West do so much harm among 
the people. We would fain see some 
method introduced by which these sales 
could be stopped. 

One meots with a fair number of men 
who assume that they know English, and 
then proceed to convince others of the 
same fact by attempting to uso it. A 
judicious remark, however, in Chinese, 
when a few broken words in pidgin 
English, are, by the speaker, supposed to 
exhaust the whole English vocabulary, 
will turn the laugh against him, and lead 
to the collapse of an inflated pride. The 
Chinese are quick to distinguish between 
brag and reality. They have .to spend 
their lives in detecting this distinction. 

‘An occasional horse ie met with 
tethered in the doorway of a respectable 
house; an occasional pig may be seen 
resting in the living room of the poor, 
with the children playing round him. 
But to see thes: *hings to perfection one 
must visit the country towns and hamlets. 

A good-tempered friendliness is 









































with everywhere, and comparative indif- } 


ference is felt by the people as to what is 
transpiring outside their own street. In 
a large shop, where the newspaper was 
not read, I found an entire ignorance of 
the tragedy of the Shameen, which was 
causing so much excitement at the other 
‘end of Canton.

SHIPWRECKED ON SERAIA. 


COURTFIELD TO THE RESCUE. 
EMBARKING THE SWANLEY'S 
EMIGRANTS. 


INTERESTING NARRATIVE. 


‘Thess. Courtfield, which was dispatch: 
ed from Chinwangtao, on the ist of 
October, to resoue the coolies landed by 
her sister ship, the Swanley, on Seraia 
Island, arrived in Durban on y, all 
being well on board. We have been hand- 
ed the following description of the voyag 
which is worthy of chronicling asa unique 














experience in the annals of seafaring :— 

Captain J. Martin, commanding the 
Courtfield, received detinite orders to pro- 
ceed to Seraia, vid Hongkong, on the even- 
ing of the 2lst of October, and by 10 p.m, 
the vessel was driving at her utmost speed 
through the smooth waters of the Liao- 
tung Gulf. Fine weather was experienced, 
and a run was made to Hongkong, 
where the steamer stopped for a few hours, 
[just lony enough to take on | as 
Mrs. Godsil and Mr. Warner, 
Swanley, the lady being the 
wife of the overseer on the Island of 
Seraia. On leaving Hongkong, the Court- 
field ran into bad weather almost immediate- 
ly, and she literally rolled hor way down 
w thé Paracel Group. By this time the 
weather was growing worse; tho sky was 
black and threatening, and ragged patches 
of low-flying scud hurried past in fierce 
squalls, ns the ever-increasing seas burst 
in mad ovirling rushes across the steamoer’s 
decks, und ashe heaved and rolled évery 
beam = plat _- vessel cried out 
against the relentless driving of the 
engines, tireless as death! 

The Captain anxiously watched 
movement of the barometer, for he knew 
that ® typhoon—that dread visitant of the 
China seas—was working its way ahead, 
across the vessel’s track. At midnight on 
the 29th the engines were eased somewhat, 
and better weather was made, though the 
ship stlil rolled and laboured heavily. 
‘The typhoon passed during the morning 
of the 30th, and with it the frequent heavy 
squalis. As the gle moderated, the rain, 
which before had been intermittent, came 
down in one continuous deluge, blinding, 
and thick as fog; and as the vessel eped 
southward, now under reduced steam, the 
deep note of the whistle blared a sullen 
warning out acrosa the waters. For three 
days more this weather continued, and as 
no sights could be taken, the ship had 
perforce to be navigated by deid reckon- 
ing. On the morning of the 2nd November 
the sun peeped out for a few moments 
jost long enough for a sight to be 

j taken. course, there was a regular 
stampede for instruments, and the 
ship's position was verified at noon. 
‘The Courtfield arrived off Seraia that same 
evening at 6 p.m., and anchored close to 
two gunboats, the Dutch ship Edie and 
H.M.S. Espiégle. The commanders of 
these two vessels came on board the Court- 
[field immediately. On their arrival they 

‘ined to Captain Martin that every- 

was: for the embarkation of 
the coolies, and they gave also a set of 
rules, drawn up, to govern the coming and 
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rene of the boats that would be employed. 
e Europeans from the Swanley left in 
charge on the island were : Dre, Chalmers 
and Macdonald, medical officers, to repre- 
sent the ship, and Mr. Godsil, the over- 
seer. 

Great credit is dae to these gentlemen 
for the satisfactory manner in which they 
had provided for the coolies in the way of 
shelter, with the scant material which they 
had to work with, and considering the 
exposed position of the island the coolies 
in general were in fairly good health. At 
daylight on the 3rd, ten of the Courtfield’s 
boats were in the water, the British gun- 
boat manning six ofthem, the other four 
being manned by the ship’s crow. Both 
the Swanley’s and Courtfield’s officers 
had charge of boats, with the excep- 
tion of the chief officer of the Court- 
field, who remained on board to as- 
sist Capt. Martin in receiving and berth- 
ing the coolies as they came on 
As there were none of the deck crew on 
board, Mr. Davis, the obief engineer, 
volunteered, with his staff, who were of 
the greatest assistance in taking in the 
stores and looking after gangways and 
warps. The two launches from the gun- 
boats were requisitioned for towing pur- 
poses, and altogether there were 17 boats 
employed. In the meantime great pre- 

rations were going on in the Medical 

rtment, under the able supervision 
and direction of Surgeon-Superintendent 
McOlosky and Dr. Duncan, the result 
boing that all was ready in the hospital to 
receive pationts by 6 a.m. The first boat- 
load arrived alongside at 7 a.m. and as 
there wasa-heavy swell running at the 
time, it was no easy matter for those in 
the boats to keep the coolies from falling 
in between the boat and the ship's side, 
where « more terrible death than drown: 
ing awaited thom, injthe shape of huge, 
wicked-looking sharks, who pachy pec: 
ling. backw \d forwards, and round 
tho ship all the day, waiting hungrily for 
‘a chance meal, 

Despite these dangers, humour was 
sperkling ‘among the boate manned by the 

itish mon-of-war, and the Cocknoy ac- 
cent could be ‘cut with a knife.” As 
each batch of coolies came off they were 
given a hot meal and then berthed, the 
sick and lame being han:led over to Dr. 
McOlosky, who soon had them all comfort- 
able. The overseer ‘had the mon under 
perfect control and discipline,'and it was 
‘wonderful to see the coolies—who were all 
drawn up in line on the brach—step out in 
companies as one man at the word of com- 
mand, and march: down through the surf 
to the boats, though sowetimes waist deep, 
in unbroken order. ‘The work weut on 
steadily all day, first in the broiling sun, 
then toiling through heavy rains and 

wualls; yet the boats’ crews never grum- 
bled, though they were parched with thirst 
and hungry. At 7 o'clock the last coolie 
was on board, and by 10 p.m., with the 
cheerful assistance of the cooliea, all boats 
were hoisted and swung on ready 
forsea. At 10,15 the anchor was weighed, 
and with a farewell blast on the whistle 
to the now lonely, silent, and deserted 
island, the Courtfield, with her 2,300 souls 
‘on board, was headed towards Singapore. 

‘The steamer arrived at Singapore at 
daylight on the 5th of Nov., and.after land- 
ing the Swanley’s doctor and officers, and 
taking on board some fresh stores for the 
coolies, sailed at 2 p.m. for Durban. On the 

0 to Durban the doctors were kept 

yusy with cases of dysentery and a 
number of men with small wounds, causad 
dy fish bites and cuts from coral while on 
Seraia. Fine weather was experienced 
from Singapore to Durban, daring which 
time the general health of the coolies grew 
apprecinbly better as the effects of the 
exposure on the island were dissipa 
the rigid sani ary arcsogements under 
which the ship was governed.

The particular rock on which the 
Secundra came to grief has been responsi- 
ble for many a wreck since the beginning 
of British rule, and even in the Portuguese 
and Dutch times none but the wariest 
sailors felt safe in the harbour. She now 
lies in xbout eight fathoms of water.

A PASSENGER'S 
EXPERIENCE ON THE 
CALCHAS. 


‘An interesting account of the capture 
of the Calchas and sinking of tho Thea 
has been reoeived in Montreal from a 
Canadian who happened to be a or 
in the former vessel. ‘This gontloman, 
Mr. T. W. Kydd, is connected with tho 
Dollar Steamship Company of San 
Francisoo, and was on his way to the 
Shanghai office of the company. In his 
account he states :-— 

Early on the 25th of July, when close 
off the northern headland of Yokohama or 
Tokio Bay, we suddenly found ourselves 
in the hands of the Russian Viadivostook 
squadron. You should have seen the 
Gromoboi crossout us when we, in the 
hope of escape, made for » fog bank. 
Those three powerful vessels had also 
held up the German ship Thes an hour 
before our reception, and we were just 
in time to see her dynamited ; and Inter 
on, as a Japanese fleet appeared, they 
opened fire upon her and battered her 
topsides into a shapeless mass of wreckage. 
They made horrible shooting, though 
they opened fire from everything they had.

It was 
a slow and rather costly operation secur- 
ing permission to leave, and I am suro I 
passed through the hands of every con- 
founded petty officer in the fortress be- 
fore I got clear.
